Trice Tag’ Appreciation Gives Children False Values 
By MURIEL LAWRENCE 
“Chronic scolding,” I recently wrote in this column, “is indecision, 
exposing our reluctance to lilt from Jimmy the responsibility of pul­ 
ing his bike away—and take it on ourselves.” 
An alert reader has called me on this statem ent. Did I mean, she 
asks, that we should put Jim m y’s bike away for him? 
No. I wrote a careless sentence. 
We don’t put Jim m y’s bike away for him. We may have to help 
him to do it until he gets used to putting it away himself—but Jimmy 
makes the m ajor physical effort. 
What we lift from Jimmy’ is the decision to put his bike away. 
We perform this service of leadership for him because we know 
that making decisions is harder than executing them. He makes the 
physical effort; we make the mental one. 
We see that the bike is put in the garage because we have been 
around longer than Jimmy to acquire respect for what produced the 
bike. We know that it was purchased, not by $65 but by his parents* 
exercise of effort, intelligence and love in a home and an office. 
We have high regard for what his bike represents. When he seems 
to feel that reading his comic is more* im portant than taking proper 
care of it, we tell him briefly why' he is mistaken and say, “Come on, 
let’s get the bike where it belongs at night.” 
Of course if we think that $65* purchased the bike, we may shilly­ 
shally on a clear-cut decision to teach respect for it. The $65 is an 
artificial value. When we try to make it the basis of our appeal to 
Jimmy, w'c place ourselves in an artificial position toward him. There 
can be little solid and stable authority in our attitude. 
In the end. indecision to teach children to respect what we give 
them is always failure to respect o u rself s. 
We are in trouble if we require appreciation only for money ex­ 
pended, instead of for the effort, intelligence and love that earned the 
money. 
Think hack. Don’t we get awfully tired preaching care of new 
bikes, coats, and loose-leaf notebooks by reminding children of the 
price tags that were attached to them? 
How frustrated and misunderstood we feel when we hear ourselves 
complaining, "Oh, if you would only learn the value of money!” Can’t 
we see that we’re trying to sell respect for an artificial exchange be­ 
tween them and us? Can’t we sec* that we arc not doing justice at all 
to what we have really expended? 
The bad part of such training is that when we do finally succeed in 
beating respect for money into their heads, we wish we hadn’t. We 
find we just can’t cope with the appreciation we stimulated. We dis­ 
cover we’ve been teaching greed, not appreciation at all.

Michigan State’s impressive 21-3 
thumping of Notre Dame, com­ 
bined with Georgia Tech’s close 
call against 'Alabama and Mary­ 
land's upset loss to Mississippi, 
left the undefeated Spartans off 
, by themselves. 
They received al­ 
most two thirds of the first place 
Votes from 127 sports w’riters and 
broadcasters participating in this 
week's poll. 
Michigan State was 
named first by 80 voters and piled 
up 1,168 points in the usual basis 
of ten points for first, nine for 
second and so on down the line. 
State w ill be heavily favored in 
its season windup with Marquette, 
even though the rivalry with the 
Hilltoppers is an old and hard- 
fought one. 
Marquette has lost 
four games and won only three

Do you know what to look for 
when you buy trout flies? The con­ 
census of 25 of the nation's top fly 
makers seems to indicate that 
most people do not. 
Twenty-two pros ventured the 
opinion that the average angler 
just picks flies by their color, 
which is like buying melons with­ 
o u t squeezing them. 
The first point to check on a wet 
or dry fly is the hackle. 
The 
«hackle of the dry fly should be 
stiff and glossy and at right angles 
! from the hook shank. The hackle 
j of the wet fly should be soft and 
absorbent, lying perfectly flat and 
B 
inting 
backward 
toward 
the 
nd of the hook. 
In both cases, the hackle should 
be tied in, leaving some space be­ 
tween hackle and hook eye. This 
allows for the leader knot and aids 
in “cocking” the fly. 
The body of the dry fly should 
be slim and tapered; in the wet 
fly it should be. in addition to this, 
made of some absorbent m aterial, 
such as seal’s fur, rabbit fur, wool, 
etc. 
The wings of the dry fly should 
be perfectly matched, divided, and 
cocked at equal angles to insure 
a perfect float. 
At least, this is 
the criterion set by the divided- 
wlng school. 
H ie wings of the 
wet 
fly 
should 
be 
perfectly 
matched, thin, and cocked to the 
rear—almost parallel to the hook 
shank. 
The tail is im portant in the dry- 
fly. 
It should be stiff and glossy. 
In the wet fly it is of little or no 
importance. 
The hook of the dry 
fly should be of light wire, with 
• tapered eye and of fine temper. 
Wet-fly hooks are preferred in 
j he avy -gauge wire to insure quick 
sinking. 


I received a letter from John 
Kern of Allentown, Pa., the other 
day. 
He wants to know- how to 
use a free-spool, bait-casting reel 
without getting a bird's nest. Well, 
a bird’s nest comes from not con- 


trolling the speed of the spool—it J 
turns faster than the line goes out. 
I think I may have the answer 
to this problem. Tournament cas­ 
ters control the speed of their* 
reels with the lubrication they 
use. 
A tournam ent distance bait 
caster may carry a dozen different 
grades of oil. He decides which to j 
use on the basis of tem perature' 
and humidity. 
On a cold day. he uses a very 
light oil; on a hot day, he uses a 
heavy one. 
You don’t need to go J 
to this extreme, but I think you 
can slow down your free-spool reel 
tc the point where you can handle 
it by using a heavier lubrication. 
I would suggest trying A.A E. 30 
oil first, and if the spool is still 
too fast, try 40 or a still heavier 
oil. 
If necessary, you can experi­ 
ment 
with different 
grades of 
grease until you find one that 
gives you just the control you 
need. 
When you become accustomed 
to the free-spool reel you will find 
thr.t you can use a lighter lubrica­ 
tion and get even more distance 
in your casts.
